BATTLE OF BIG HOLE, 


LEMINISCENCES OF A MAN WHO WAS 
IN THE FIGHT. 


Warm In His Praises of the Courage and 


Goodness of General Gibbon Chief Jo- 


seph Was a Fighter Who Tested the 
Qualities of His Opponents. 
William Woodcock was with the lat 


General Gibbon, the famous Indian fight 
er, for more than five years while he wa 


the commander of the department of the | 


Dakotas, He was a civilian in the serv 
ice and was madeaconfidantof the gen 
eral and the other officers in some of 
the councils to which only the favored 
few were admitted, Such a council was 
the one held the evening before the bat 
tle of the Big Hole, when the command 
of General Gibbon engaged three times 
the number of warriors under command 
of Chief Joseph, the most crafty fighter 
Who ever crossed the path of Uncle Sam, 
The battle was a victory for the whites. 

“Tf anybody tells you that General 
Gibbon wasn't a fighter, jast tell him 
he lies and charge it t@me,'’ said Wil 
liam yesterday. ‘‘Geiferal Gibbou was 
all right. Lremember the evening he 
called the officers together and advised 
with them about the battle of the next 
day. He had sent out scouts, and they 
had come back and said there were 
‘heap Indians’ ahead. They hadn't found 
as many tepees as usual, but they had 
learned somehow that there were as 
many as 16 men to the tepee, and they 
estimated the Indians as several hun- 
dred, I don’t remember just how many. 
General Howard was expected in a short 
time, and General Gibbon called the ofti 
cers together and said to them: 

‘**Boys, the Indians are out there 
ahead of us and the question is whether 
we will go after them or not. You 
know, if we wait for General Howard 
we may never haye a chance.’ 

“There wasn't @ man in the crowd 
who didn’t hold up his hand to show 
that he was in favor of a fight. 
was the kind of a man Gibbon was, and 
that was the kind of 
him. There were 26 or 27 citizens who 
lived down 
following 
just a short distance from us, 
Gibbon called 
what they wanted to do, He told them 
that if they were going to go into the 
fight there would be 
that they would be under his command, 
Out of the whole of them 
about a dozen who didn’t turn back at 
that, and it is a remarkable fact that 
those who staid were nearly all killed. 
There were ten dead 
day, and their leader was shot through 
the hips, and never did recover entirely 
from the wound. It was a real battle, 
and we lost 85 killed and wounded, ont 
of a part of five companies of the Sey- 
enth regiment. There were 200 or 250 
soldiers in the engagement. 

“General Gibbon was wounded 
through the thigh that day, and was 
taken to his tent, where I helped to 
take care of him. 
couple of miles from the camp of the 
evening before, At the time I was with 
a party that had just lost a mountain 
howitzer tothe Indians, but we never 
got it back, though we tried hard 
enough. The Indians had sense enough 
to destroy it, and a lot of ammunition 
besides. Somethings happened that day 
that I wouldn't believe if I hadn't seen 
them. We were out on a skirmish line 
when just in front of meTI saw an In-

dian girl with her hand over her eyes, | 


just like she had been looking out to see 
who was coming.

WOMEN ARE SLAVES, 


SHOGKING CONDITION IMPOSED UPON 
THEM IN CHINA. 


It Ia a Terrible Misfortune to Be Rorn a 
Girl Wivea Have No Rights at All 
Aside When 
Reform Needed In the Celestial Kingdom, 


“The women of China, or at least 
those of the coast cities,’’ said a gentle 
man who has been living in China for 
several years, ‘are neither riding bi- 
tycleos nor wearing bloomers, nor yet 
again are they making those strenuous 
efforts to secure suffrage which charac 
terize some of their American sisters 
Still, while T can’t say that To ama 
woman's rights man, Lam free to con 
fess that Lwould not oppose such a 
movement in China, even if it went to 
the extreme of giving the women all 
that the most radical of them claim, 
for the condition of women in the Celos- 
tial kingdom enlls for reform with a 
big R. Among the highest classes wom- 
en have a position considerably higher 
than in the middle and lowest classes, 
but the best that the Chinese social sys 
tem can do for women is not far above 
slavery, When a woman marries, be it 
to mandarin or cooly, she becomes his 
slave to all intents and purposes, and 
When he dios, she is the property of his 
mother if the old lady is living. Of 
course they don’t call it: slavery in 
China, but our American women would 
call it slavery of the rankest kind. Nor 
is the wife entitled to hold even the po- 
sition she does alone, There are other 
Wives or women Who must be recognized 
by the wife as having certain rights that 
sho must respect. True, she is wife No, 
1 and recognized as the head of the 
wifehood, so to speak, and she holds her 
place us long as she is faithful, but not- 
Withstanding the pre-eminence of her 
position it is not such a one as would be 
at all satisfactory to the average Ameri- 
can woman. Wives of this kind are only 
found among the higher classes or those 
well to do, because among the poor the 
expense of having more than one woman 
in the family cannot be borne, 

“As soon as a woman is born in a 
Chinese family the question arises what 
shall be dove with her, A girl baby is 
not What is wanted, us a rule, and par- 
ticularly so among the poor, for she 
must be cared for and does not pay for 
her keep, as the male children do when 
they are grown. If the people are ex 
tremely poor and there are already girls 
in the fold, the latest girl baby disap- 
pears mysteriously. Possibly the river 
could tell where the body is, possibly 
not. In any event that girl baby is gone 
like the extra kittens that used to ap- 
pear about our homes when we were 
children, If there are no other girls, one 
will be kept, and in due time, 
When she 10 or 12 years of age, she 
will be disposed of to a man who is to 
become her husband for a consideration, 
He pays whatever the stipulated sum 
muy be; she is delivered at his door; a 
feast and fireworks may follow in cele-

tperience of an English Cavalryman 
With todian Treachery. 

T was uot a religious nan, but never 
bishop or parson prayed with greater 
fervor, From 1848 till now is a long 
time, but LI still wake in the night, 
thongh not so often as I once did, after 
fighting that battle over again. It was 
fn 1848, and IL belonged to the Nine 
teenth Hlussars, the one white cavalry 
regiment operating in the second Sikh 
war, That war lasted only 60 days, but 
it had more fighting compressed into it 
than many a three yours’ campaign. 
While the suffering“%vas greater in the 
Crimea, the fighting rever was harder. 
A cavalryman away from his horse 
like a fish out of water, and they had 
not mounted infantry in those days, so 
it was with a bad grace that we, whose 
horses had been lost at Chillian-Wallah 
and Sobraon, found ourselves attached to 
the Twenty-fourth infantry and guard 
ing supplies while the regiment pushed 
on. 

There were two companies of the 
Twonty-fourth and about a troop of our 
men, some of us wounded, but able todo 
work which did not necessitate march- 
ing, The camp was ina deserted temple, 
Which allowed some protection from at 
tack, and also contained a large tank. 
@his water would have startled people 
&t home, but we were glad to have it, 
such it was. Iwas not a neryous 
mun; T had been in the first line at 
Sadoolapoor, but when I found myself 
doing picket duty in the early morning 
on the outer edge of the temple bounda 
ries I devoutly wished myself safe be 
yond the sea, under the shadow of St. 
Paul's. The moon was shining bright- 
ly, but I stood inp the shadow of one of 
the two tall pillars peculiar to those 
temples. It was clear as day elsewhere, 
but still as the grave, and Iwould have 
welcomed the howls of the jackal, but 
they were all away following the army. 

No obstruction prevented my seeing t¢ 
all directions, but it was this very thing 
Which chilled my heart. An open foe 
could be met, but, though for two nights 
the sentries at this post had never re 
turned alive, nothing of a struggle had 
been heard. ‘The body of one of them 
had been found lying in the temple tank 
only that morning, Ob, for my good 
horse, Which I bud seen hamstrung by a 
keen Baluchi blade! I had now been on 
duty an honr, and nothing had happen 
ed. The early morning hours, the hard 
est of all, were here, and my mind had 
uncousciously gone on with the regiment 
aud in spirit [was near the gates of 
Lahore, when I thought Iheard a mufiled 
sound, I closely scanned the ground 
around, but I could see nothing, and, 
though I listened, while the perspiration 
came off in big beads, though it was a 
cool night for India, the sound was not 
repeated, 

I had begun to think that I was mis 
taken aud that my nervousness had 
alarmed and was laughing at my 
fears, When once more I heard distinctly 
the sound as of acumel’s soft foot, al 
most Wheeling around the 
next moment, [ saw for an instant a fig 
ure stealing toward we in the shadow of 
the temple tower and hardly to be dis 
cerned from it. It was berween me and 
my friends, but what was it? Much 
larger than a man it seemed, Shoudd I 
fire and give the alarm, or should 1 
wait? In those days we had only muzzle 
louders, and to fire without the shot tell 
ing meant to have nothing but the bay 
onet to depend on, IT raised my musket

When we are having but one lesson in 
fach chapter, it seems a pity to pass a 
chapter by, but as the Resurrection is the 
#treatest topie in Seripture, including all 
others, we feel led to choose the Kaster les. 
son. If any prefer chapter xlil—falil not to 
notice the corruption suggested by the 
heaven, and the hypocrisy which shall in 
due time find its home where there is 
weeping and gnashing of teeth, Before 
the door is shut let all enter who will by 
truly receiving Him in whom alone is sal 
vation 

1, ‘They came unto the sepuleher, 
bringing the spices whieh they had pre 
pared.’’ In Mark xvi, 1, we find that it 
was two of the Marys and Salome who did 
this, Verse 10 of our losson mentions 
some others. Their service was truly a loy- 
ing one, but it was not a work of faith, 
and therefore ina measure fruitless, for 
“without faith it is {impossible to please 
Him'’ (Heb. xi, 6). Th order in 1 Thess, 
1, Bis‘ Work of faith, Inbor of love, pa- 
tience of hope.’ If we keep God's order 
in our service, all will be well, 

2. “And they found the stene rolled 
away from the sepuleher,’’ Mark xvi, 3, 
says that they talked among themselves as 
to who should roll away the stone from 
the sepuloher; for Mark xv, 40, 47, says 
that they saw the burial of His body and 
the stone rolled unto the door of the sepul 
cher, The apparent or real difficulties will 
vanish as we move on in love to Him con 
strained by His love to us.

4. ‘Behold two men stood by them in 
shining garments.’’ From the story of 
the angels who came with the Lord to 
visit Abraham (Gen. xviii, 2, 22; xix, 1), 
all the way through the Seriptures they 


are always spoken of as men and never as 
women. LTonly mention this to show how 
unseriptural are our pictures of angels 
Hob. i, 14, is very comforting concerning 
the ministry of angels, and Ps. ciil, 20, 
21, is very inspiring, making us long to 
be like them in service and in obedience. 

5. “Why seck ye the living among the 
dead?’ For ‘the living” the margin says, 
“Him that liveth’? The previous verse 
says they were much perplexed, and now 
we read that they were afraid and bowed 
down to the earth, Unbelfef always pro 
duces these things, while joy and peace 
come by believing (Rom. xy, 18). Our 
departed friends who have died in Christ 
are alive and well, although their bodies 
rest in the grave. They are ** with Christ,’’ 
“present with the Lord,’’ and it is a very 
weak faith or no faith that clings to the 
tomb as if they were there. 

6. ‘He is not here, but is risen; remem- 
ber how He spake unto you when He was 
yet in Galllee.’’

One of the most experienced and in 
defatigable investigators in that organ- 
ivation, Frederico W. H. Myers, em 
bodies scores of these narratives ina 
paper printed in the report of the pro- 
ceedings of the Society For Psychical 
Research.

D. J. Parsons, a physician in Sweet 
Springs, Mo., says he discovered years 
ago that he was able to see things, 


mentally, which had happened hundreds 
of miles away and many years before, 
He wrote in 1891; ‘While in company 
with Dr, Trotter of Lexington, Mo., I 
could see before and near to him a deli 
cate hand on which was a dark red kid 
glove. The hand was all the time in 
motion. I called his attention to it, and 
he was much surprised. I told him the 
hand had a history, and if he had no 
objections I would be pleased to know 
it. He said: ‘I was traveling in Canada 
on the cars, and one day we ran up toa 
train that had been wrecked a little 
while before. I went to the wreck, and 
about the first thing that I saw was a 
young lady lying upon the ground dead. 
One hand was naked, und one was coy- 
ered with a dark red kid glove.’ In- 
stantly upon his uttering the words the 
dark red kid glove and the band van 
ished.’"’ 

Subsequently the Dr. Trotter here 
mentioned sent a full account of the ac- 
cident aud the conversation with Dr, 
Parsons to an officer of the Psychical 
Research society in reply to inquiries. 
He corroborated the foregoing story 
fully, adding that the gloved hand made 
a strong impression on him, ‘* which has 
remained to this day, about 40 years.’ 
He was astounded at Dr. Parsons’ re- 
mark to him nearly 80 years after the 
event, and even yet cannot understand 
how that person should have broached 
the subject, inasmuch as Dr. Trotter had 
never to his knowledge mentioned the 
sight of the dead girl to a living soul. 

A large group of incidents found in 
this collection occurred almost exactly 
at the same time when the **percipient’’ 
received a corresponding impression. 
Shipwrecks, more trifling accidents, the 
recovery of a lost dog and the position 
in which a watch that had been dropped 
in a hayfield a few hours before still 
lay were paralleled by vision, either in 
sleep or a half waking condition. Thus, 
on the morning of Oct. 7, 1885, the wife 
of a Chicago man asked him, while they 
were both dressing and before either of 
them had left their sleeping room, if he 
had ever kuown a person named Esdale. 
He replied in the negative. Then she 
narrated a dream in which she saw a 
coffin on the lake shoresomarked. Later 
in the day the man discovered in the 
morning paper of that date an account 
of the disappearance of William BE. Es- 
daile, but with no theory as to his fate. 
After elaborate inquiry it seems to be 
established that this was the first public 
mention of the fact that he was missing. 
For several days the Chicago papers re- 
ferred to the topic, but suggested that 
he was alive, but insane, and would be 


found. The notion of suicide was scout- 
ed. On Oct, 10 Esdaile’s dead body was 
found. He had been drowned. 


Visions, dreams or impressions which 
seemed to be prophetic figure frequently 
in Mr. Myers’ catalogue. Occasionally 
there would be only a vague impulse or 
sensation, <A railway engineer stopped 
his train, he could not say why, aud 
sent a flagman ahead. He thus stopped 
fin express train coming toward bim and 
on the same track, but out of sight 
around a curve.

Grimes was his name—‘‘Old Grimes”’ 
he was called by the irreverent world, 
which knew him well, and which doubt- 
less he knew too well, as a man knows 
something that has not been pleasant to 
him, and the pain and wickedness and 
hollowness of which have been forced 
upon him by a grim experience. 

Grimes’ name was the only thing 
about him that offered any poetic sug- 
gestion and was not lightly passed or for- 
gotten by those who saw him every day. 
The legend of that old man whose dirge 
has been sung these 60 years—whose 
coat was old and gray and buttoned down 
before in every version of that irrever- 
ent elegy—is the common inheritance 
of all the English speaktng race wher- 
ever they wander. The ragged urchin 
twanged it endlessly in his ears from 
behind the corners of shanties whenever | 
his bent figure came in sight. Even the 
grownup Texans who lounged, gambled 
and traded horses at the sutler’s store 
repeated it to him as a standing joke 
that could not be worn out. But he 
paid no attention or diverted the topic 
when he could and hobbled away slow- 
ly, ever muttering to himself something 
that nobody heard or heeded, 

The residence of this song tormented 
old person was & rough and canvas coy- 
ered shanty situated by a rambling path 
in the midst of a congregation of such, 
some better, some worse, The place was 
known by the denizens of the nv ighbor- 
ing post as Slabtown, The open and 
unfinished quadrangle and the square 


stone houses that had all a home- | 
less and dreary look were somo 
half mile away. Fort Concho was 
confessedly a hard place, all of it, 
Slabtown was its foster child, filled 


with stranded emigrants, cattle herders, 
gamblers and men who had no occupa: 
tion. Out toward the bleak northwest 
Llano Estacado stretched its endless 
leagues of rock and cactus—the wildest 
land beneath the flag, governed and 
owned by the Comanche and utterly 
useless and tenantloss for all time, save 
for that Saxon savage almost as wild as 
he, 

But Slabtown, straggling up from 
the little river's side, sat with its shan 
ties under the lee of the post, fully con- 
fiding in its military neighbor, Here 
were privileged to come and remain 
through the windy Texas winter all 
men, With a dae proportion of women, 
Whose tastes or whose occupations led 
them to the far verge of civilization, 
Thither came the cattloman and watch- 
ed his wild herds on the neighboring 
hills until returning greenness warnel 
him off upon the California trail. 
Thither returned the man who had ac 
complished the wonderful journey, laden 
with fortunate gold, Bearded, broad 
brimmed and belted, here lounged a 
sinall army of guides and trailers, play- 
ing shrewd games at cards, drinking 
San Antonio whiskey and at intervals 
shooting at each other, The gaunt and 
long footed Texas girl, chalky, yellow 
haired and awkward, minced from cabin 
to cabin with neighborly gossip and did 
her calico and green ribbon shopping at 
the pine counters of the trader's stores, 
There were urchins many, coatless and 
shocless from January to December, who 


were as tho calves of this corral of hu 


manity. Here, too, was that pink of the 
border, the dashing stage driver, who 
for $40 per month every day ran the 
gantlet through 60 miles of Indian 
haunted desolation, and who at the end 
of his ‘‘trick’’ rewarded himself with 
two days of dalliance with the belles of 
Slabtown, to whom indeed he was 
the apple of their pale eyes. 

And among these people lived Father 
Grimes, and these were they who sang 
the ancient ditty to him as he passed 
by. What his occupation was nobody | 
precisely knew or cared, but they | 
‘lowed’? he was ‘well heeled’? and | 
“had a little tucked away somewhere. ’’ | 
In the particular condition of society— 
or rather want of all society—that en- 
vironed him the inquiry into Grimes’ 
business would hardly have gone so far 
as that had it not been that his daugh- 
ter occupied a conspicuous position as 
the prettiest girl at Concho and was 
famous alike for the brilliancy of her 
cheeks and her dresses. She and Father 
Grimes lived alone, and it was searcely 
thought of that at some former period 
a mother had been necessary in the 
usual course of nature, ‘Old Grimes 
and his gal’’ filled all the Grimes hori- 
z0n. 

It would be entirely in accordance 
with good taste if it were possible now 
to describe a dutiful daughter, entirely 
devoted to her aged father and resenting 
the verbal indignities daily heaped upon 
him.

Her cheeks were 
like peonies, and her round figure bad 
a perceptible jellyish shaking as shi 
walked. She disturbed her father’s | 
slumbers with hoydenish laughter while | 
the hours struck small in the night | 
watches, and while her many admirers | 
staid and would not go. She was 
coquette besides and refused to comfort 
the paternal heart by assuming the hard 
duties of a Texan’s wife. Sary Grimes 
was a wild girl. possibly not a bad crea- 


as 


ture, but, as it might have been ex- 
pressed in an eastern village, ‘liable to 
be talked about’’—one of the social pun- 
ishments not much dreaded, however, 
in the region of Fort Concho, There | 
was, I fear, a consciousness in her face 
whenever she passed a man in the road, 
and it is equally to be feared that her 
prudent chastity had but little sugges- 
tion of snow or crystal in it, but as belle 
of Slabtown she reighed supreme, and of 
course the greater part of her female 
friends cast aspersions upon her. She 
kept all her admirers in a state of mind 
which had in it much torment, with oc- 
casional glimpses of beatitude. Charles 
Hanks, Esq., stage driver, started out 
upon his trip with a large fortune of 
happy thoughts and discussed the ob- | 
ject nearest his heart with the box pas- 
senger for 20 miles at once, But when 
he returned Sary would no more speak to 
him than if, as he complained, he ‘‘had 
been a yaller dog.’?

‘€ The First Meetinghouse, 
Albert Thompson has recently painted 
@ picture of the first meetinglouse built 
in Woburn, a reproduction of which, on 
a reduced scale, is to be used as the 
frontispiece of Judge P. L. Converse’s 
forthcoming volume, “Woburn Legends,” 
It was built in 1642, and covered the 
ground now occupied by the Bandstand 
on the Common and some additional 
Space to the @ast of It, the site having 
been cleared of forest trees to allow for 
the construction of the humble edifice. 
The stumps around it are seen in Mr. 
Thompson's picture. 

The building was single story in 
height, thatched, unpainted, with ‘dia- 
mond” window sash, and as unpreten- 
tious as can well be conceived of, Here 
the 


expounded the gospel as he understood

Standing on a spot about opposite City 
Hall Mr, Thompson's painting shows the 
meetinghouse, and beyond it the parson-

A part of the present large house on 
the lot is built over, or around, the old 
parsonage, and thus it is preserved, At

DO ANIMALS TRACH? 


THE FACULTY OF IMPARTING KNOWL- 
EDGE IS CERTAINLY LIMITED. 


Dogs Do Not Appear to Have It, While 
Cats and Rata May — Experiences Milus- 
trating This Foint—An Interesting Ques- 
tion Raised by the Moral to a Sermon, 


In the course of a sermon the other 
day one of our clergy very happily point 
ed his moral by contrasting the intelli- 
gence of the brute with that of man, 
“You oan teach a dog almost anything, ’’ 
said he in substance, ‘‘but the dog can 
not impart the knowledge he receives 
from his master to another of his kind. 
Man, on the other hand, not only im 
bibes knowledge, but constantly gives 
of the best of his learning to others, ”’ 

Without pausing to discuss the moral 
truth thus ijlustrated it is not uninter- 
esting to make some inquiry as to the 
correctness of the clergyman’s opinion 
that brutes have not the faculty of im- 
parting to their kind the things which 
man hastaught them. As to those proc- 
esses of thought which we call instinct, 
which are involuntary and which are 
obeyed in every individual of the species 
with no idea of improvement in the 
method, the distinction between them 


and those processes which are owing t©) female ills, and from this vast experi- 


association with man is clearly marked. 
The affection of the female brute for her 
young is instinctive. The dog's use of 
the sense of smell in tracking, the mi 
grations of birds, the comb building of 
bees, the slavemaking of some species 
of ants and the yearly movement of salm- 
on and shad from the sea into rivers 
and back again—these are all instinc- 
tive. The young of any of these would, 
left to itself, develop the same faculties 
in the same way without asking itself 
the why or wherefore, and in maturity 
would be as fully endowed with the in- 
atinctive functions as another individu- 
al which had had the constant compan- 
ionship of members of its kind. 

But many avimals are capable of men- 
tal development so far beyond the oper- 
ation of instinct that the difference be- 
tween their reasoning powers and those 
of man is very difficult to determine. A 
well trained shepherd dog will not only 
drive sheep to pasture, but will, when 
commanded, fetch them home. More 


than this, a shepherd dog, having been | 


told to fetch home acertain sheep out of 
the flock (the shepherd calling it by 
pame), has been known to obey the com- 
mand without an instant's hesitation, 
singling out the one sheep unerringly. 
He knew the name of every sheep in the 
flock, and could fetch any one that was 
desired. Yet, with all his intelligence 
the dog could not teach another to do 
the same thing. With every new dog the 


shepherd must go through the same long, | 


laborious process of teaching him his 
business. Undoubtedly, the training of 
successive generations through long pe- 
riods of time has developed in the collie 
a character which makes his training for 
sheep herding easier than would other- 
wise be the case. It is extremely im- 
probable that a png or a spaniel could 
ever be trained to herd sheep, or that a 
collie could be taught to point or set 
game. But let the collie or the pointer 
run without breaking, and no matter 
how much they mingled with trained 
dogs of their distinct species the one 
would never learn to tend sheep nor the 
other to point game. 

There was lately published a volume 
of ‘‘Dog Stories Froin the London Spec- 
tator,’’ in which were gathered many 
anecdotes of the sagacity of dogs, but 
while they covered every imaginable ex- 
hibition of intelligence, affection, wis- 
dom, and even humor, none of them 
demonstrated that one dog could teach 
another any trick or duty that it had 
learned from its master. 

It would be supposed that if any ani- 
mal were capable of imparting as well 
as acquiring knowledge it would be tue 
dog, yet it seems that that generally in- 
tractable, unteachable creature, the cat, 
actually has this faculty. One instance 
of this is authentic. A tabby, having a 


bad habit of leaping on the dining table | 


after the family had risen from it and 
of prowling over the fragments, was 
finally cured by being soundly cuffed on 
several occasions When she had been 
caught in the act. After awhile she had 
a litter of kittens, and one day when 
they were half grown one of them jump- 
ed on to achair, and so to the dining 
table. A member of the household busy 
in the next room saw the mother cat 
leap up beside her offspring and cuff it 
vigoronsly on the ears until it scrambled 
to the floor. 

Another story which seems to show 
that brutes can teach one avother is told 
of acolony of rats. It cannot be vouched 
for, however. Rats are fond of clams, 
and the narrator of this story, having 
left a pile of the shellfish near the back 
of his house, saw the rat treep up to 
them. Their shells were partly open. 
The rat flicked his tail into the shell of 
one, When instantly it shut down tight 
and the rat scampered away with it. 
Presently the rat, relieved of its load, 
returned with half a dozen companions, 
when each of them thrust its tail into 
the shell of a clam, which shut its 


jaws, and the rats gayly marched off.

HANDY WITH THEIR FEET. 


Hindoos Able to Utilize Their Nether Ex- 
tremitios to Great Advantage, 

In the native quarters of the towns of 
India the strange spectacle may be 
secon of a butcher seizing a piece of 
meat in his hands and cutting it in 
two with a stroke of his knife held be- 
tween the first and second toes of his 
foot. The shoemaker uses no last, but 
turns the unfinished shoe with his feet, 
while his hands are busy in shaping it. 
So the carpenter holds with his great 
toe the board he is cutting, and the wood 
turner handles his tools as well with his 
toes as with his fingers. 

This use of the feet to assist the hands 
in their labor is not, however, the mere 
result of practice, but is principally due 
to the fact that the Hindoo foot is quite 
different from ours in its anatomical 
conformation, The ankle of the Hindoo 
and the articulation of the back of the 
foot permit considerable lateral motion. 
Then the toes possess a surprising: mo- 
bility. The great toe can be moved free- 
ly in all directions, and the first and sec- 
ond toes are separated by a wide space, 
sometimes as much as five-eighths of an 
inch across at the base of the toes and 
two inches at their extremities, 

The articulation of the hip is also pe- 
culiar, and this renders it easier to use 
the toes in handling the objects by en- 
abling the Hindoo to sit in a squatting 
posture much more comfortably than 
we can do, A similar formation of the 
feet and toes is found among the An- 
amese, but it is not, as might be sup- 
posed, a common thing among barbar- 
ous and savage tribes. 

One naturally thinks of the resem- 
blance to a monkey which a human be- 
ing using both feet and hands in the 
manner described above must present, 
and yet M, Regnault is careful to point 
out the fact that the Hindoo foot is not 
at all like the foot of an ape or monkey. 
The great toe is not opposed to the other 
toes like a thumb, as occurs with the 
monkey, and accordingly the pedal dex- 
terity of the Hindoos is not to be taken 
as an indication of simian descent.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

“Tho inea carefully guarded the stone 
and usually had it set in a resplendent 
sunburst of pure gold, ‘This he wore on 
his breast as insignia of his office, 
Thenceforth it was his lucky stone, his 
guiding star, his life. As long as its 
centraleun vomuained bright, so loug did 
that ruJer prosper, but when the central 


sun commenced to pale he knew some 
danger was coming, and when it went 
out entirely his death accompanied its 
extinguishment.

Patriots Day. 


Falling on Sunday Patriots Day 
(April 19) was generally kept on Mon- 
day and not to be wholly out of fashion 
Woburn made an attempt to observe 
the occasion. Probably she did xs well 
in this way as a majority of the towns 
of Middlesex county. She would also 


do her part towards honoring the mem- | 


ory of the lamented Governor Green- 
halge who named it when it was made 
4 legal holiday in place of Fast Day, 
and therefore the chief features of a 
public holiday were nearly all present 
here last Monday. 

The weather was simply delicious. 
Although it was not noticed that ‘the 


grass waved in the wind” to any great | 


extent, as history says was the case on 
April 19, 1775, wheu the Redcoats 
marched from Boston to whip the 
Yankees of’ Lexington and Concord 


and got whipped themselves, yet the! 


heat must have been about the same, 
and the two days must have borne con- 
siderable resemblance to each other. 
At anyrate, the weather was simply 


ideal for purposes ef celebration and| 


holiday sports. 


At sunrise the church bells were 


tumg for half an hour, and repeated at | 


noon and sundown. All business was 
suspended. American flags waved froin 
the Liberty pole, City Hall, the school- 
houses, and numerous private buildings, 
and made a patriotic picture, but there 
were no public exercises, and our cele- 
bration was limited to the demonstra- 
tions above named. It was sufficient 
however tou show Woburn’s interest in 
the great historic event celebrated, 
Many of her gallant sons fought at 
Lexington in the first battle for Ameri- 
can Independence aud did brave work 
in resisting the British acts of oppres- 
sion theré and driving them, sorely de- 
feuted and with the loss of many men, 
back to Boston. ‘There are not less 
than 80 graves of Revolutionary sol- 
diers to be found in the burying places 
of this city, and Mr. Alvah S. Wood 
and others have recently asked the City 
Council for a small appropriation to de- 
fray the expense of properly marking 
them. 

The Ancient Order of Hibernians, 
200 strong, with flags and banners, to 
patriotic music by the National Band, 
mnarched to the Centre station at 9 a.m 
and embarked for Boston where they 
made an part of the great Hibernian 
parade that day.

City Built by Inaeota, 

Did you ever examine one of those 
peculiar little cities known to the com 
mon people us ‘an ant hill,’’ but to the 
kludent of nature as ‘the city of the 
auts?’’ Their little underground cities 
are equally as wonderful as ‘subter 
ranean London,’’ about which all have 
read so much, especially to the one who 
loves to study nature's kinks and find 
“tongnes in trees, books in runving 
brooks, sermons in stones and good in 
everything.’’ Such cities are as well 
built, comparatively speaking, as are 
the cities built by man, and are ar 
ranged with an eye to neatness, con- 
venience, durability, etc, Tho homes 
which lie on either side of the main 
streets (tunnels) of thesa ant cities art 
constructed very artfully. Short corri- 
dors lead from the main tunnel and ter- 
minate ip the rooms, which are quite 
extensive, When the size of the inhabit- 
ants is taken into consideration, These 
rooms haye vaulted roofs, which are 
supported here and there, bat always in 
regular order, with strong pillars formed 
of a mixture of earth and slime, which 
is secreted by the ant workmen, Each 
room usually has two openings for ijn 
gress or egress, One connecting witha 
street’? and another with one of the 
numerous side galleries which ramify 
the ant city in all directions, 

The population of these cities differs 
in numbers according to the species or 
prosperity of the colony, but is always 
composed of three distinct classes, tl 
males, the females and the neuter 
These nevters are the sexless workers 
and occupy the same position in the ant 
city that the neuter or worker does in 
the bee family.—St. Louis Republic.

10. °'There was a certain rich man."’ 
There is probably something disponsa- 
tional, something of Jew and gentile, in 
this, in the record inthis lesson; but, inas 
much as the two preceding chapters troat 
largely of man's treatment of the love of 
God and man’s natural blindness to his 
eternal welfare contrasted with God's 
abundant provision and desire for man's 
welfare, wo will so consider it. As there 
is nothing in the record to indicate that 
this is a parable T prefer to take it as a 
record of facts, of events which actually 
transpired, This rich man makes us think 
of the rieh fool of xii, 20, the rich idolater 
of xvill, 28, and the rich publican of xix, 
2, and it would be well to compare these 
records The rich man of this losson may 
be called “The Rich Skeptic,” 

20. “And there was a certain beggar.” 
Asthere is nothing necessarily sinful in 
being rich, for Abraham and David and 
other good mon were very rich, so there ts 
nothing necessarily pious in being poor, 
yet the words of our Lord are, “Tow hard 
ly shall they that have riches enter into 
the kingdom of God" (chapter xvill, 24). 
Not many wise or mighty or noble are 
enallod (1 Cor, 4, 26-29), but God hath 
chosen the poor of this world, rich in faith 
and heirs of the kingdom which He hath 
promised to them that love Him (Jas 
li, 5) 

21. ‘And desiring to be fed with tha 
crumbs which fell from the rich man’s 
table.’ Things are often very unevenly 
divided in this life. Some have more than 
they can use, while others have not thu 
necessaries of life, and dogs seem moro 
kind than men. It may have seemed a 
charity to allow the beggar to He at the 
gate and receive the crumbs from the ta- 
ble, though the record does not say that 
he received them, but only that he desired 
to. If the rich man had only been a true 
child of Abraham and as such ministered 
to this poor one, whata different future 
he would have had! 

22. ‘And it came to pass that tho beg- 
gar died. The rich man also died."’ It 
js appointed unto men once to dis (Heb. 
ix, 27), and while in the past Enoch and 
ah baye been excused from keeping 
this appointment and at the coming of 
Christ for His saints they will all be 
caught up without dying, yet up to this 
time the great enemy continues his work 
upon rich and poor, high and low, with 
out respect of persons. Thank God for the 
ministering angels (Heb. i, 14), who will 
welcome us if called to leave the body and 
hear or guide us to the presence of the 
Lord 

23. ‘‘And in hell (hades) he lift’ up his 
eyes, being in torments.’ To the believer 
in Christ, whether rich or poor, ‘‘To die 
is gain,’’ ‘To be with Christ is far better’ 
(Phil. i, 21, 28), but tothe unbeliever toa 
die is to bo in torment, not that of the 
lake of fire whieh comes after the resurrec 
tion of the bodies of the wicked at. the 
time of the great white throne judgment 
(Rev. xx, 11-15), but possibly that which 
is referred to in IL Pet. ii, 4. The condi 
tion of both bollevers and unbelievers be 
tween death and resurrection, while that 
of conscious happiness or misery, is evi 
dently an intermediate state while waiting 
for the body. 

24. “TL am tormented in this flame.” 
This word translated ‘flame’? is used 
but a few times, and generally in reference 
to the eves of our Lord Jesus Christ, as in 
Roy. i, 14; if, 18; xix, 18. May it not 
suggest that part of thetormentof the lost 
between death and resurrection consists of 
the memories of uo wasted life, laid bare 
by these searching: eyes and no possibility 
of forgiveness 

25. “Son, remember.’ This confirms 
the thought of memory doing its awful 
work in that dread interval, Therich man 
could remember, and his memories were 
anything but pleasant. The wasted life, 


| the opportunities forever gone, the vain 


regrets, the unavoidable doom. Wo need 
none of us to have this experience, but 
the only way is to remember now tho loy- 
ing kindness of the Lord and believing 
His love to us receive Him as our Saviour 

26. **Betweon us and you there is a 
great gulf fixed.’’ The Seriptures  no- 
where teach the possibility of the salvation 
of a lost soul after death; but, as in this 
verse, just the contrary. ‘‘ Because thera 
is wrath beware lost He take thee away 
with His stroke, then a great ransom can- 
not deliver thee” (Job xxxvi, 18).

from the vassal states of the empire 
Were scattered among these institutions,

If you lived in as cold and uncomfort- 
able a country as Finland, it is highly 
probable that you would never take a 
bath. Therefore you will appreciate this 
remarkable story, Which proves the great 
virtue and bravery of the Finns, ‘There 
are Finns no doubt who bathe every day; 
but, like the most of the real her 
this world, they live and die in obscur 
ity, unhonored and unsung. 

There are, on the hand; no 
Finns who do not take at least one bath 
amonth, And this isapretty high aver- 


es of 


other 


age when you consider that for dl 
France the average is one bath a y ar 
for every Frenchman, and in Germ ny 
the average is seven-tenths of abalia 


year for every German, and in England 
the averave is one-half a batha year for 
| very Huglishman. These are thin and 
| poor averages When compared with the 
Finnish average of 12 baths a yeara 
person. 

But it is not the number cf baths that 
isso interesting as the Finlander’s meth- 
od of taking those baths. Of course, 
even in such centers of civilization as 
Keitele, the people have long ceased to 
be quaint. But take a village like Tras- 
is tucked away in an ob- 
scure corner of the banks of Ulea Trask, 
and you find the ancient and honorable 
Finnish bathing custom in full force. 


On the banks of the lake about a 
quarter of a mile from the huddle of 
huts called Trasborg you will see a 
small log house with no windows and 
apparently with no door, <All around 
the outside of this queer hut runs a 
bench, the back of which is the wall of 


the hut and the seat a single board sup- 


| ported by uprights. 


There is a box 
like a sentry shelter at a little distance 
from the hut, and it is from this box

will observe that the old woman who 
has been watching the fire will reach 
into it with ahnuge pair of tongs and 


The bowlder is red- 
hot. 

She will drag this into the box and 
s0 through the underground passage. 
She will lay it finally in the center of 


the earthen floor of the cabin, and so 
she will go on, dragging redhot bowl 
ders out of the fire and piling them up 
in a mound in the center of the cabin 
floor. When she has brought the last 
bowlder, she has a large mound, and 
the cabin is beginning to warm wp. 

In corner of the cabin stands a 
huge barrel of water. She dips a bucket 
into the barrel and throws the water on 
the mound of rocks. Steam bursts from 
it. When she has thrown on half a doz 
en buckets, the cabin is choked with 
steam. 

The joyous bathers begin to arrive. 
While the old woman has been makir 
the steam the villagers have been get- 
ting ready. In every family there has 
| been a grand disrobing. 

And now from every hut burst 
inhabitants, clad only in the simple,

tight fitting and innocent garments 
with which nature has provided all her 
children. The weather is cold, bitter 


cold. But the hardy Finnish men, wom- 
} en and children are not disturbed, 
They leap over the frozen ground, 


shouting with laughter and going at full 
speed to keep their blood circulating. 
The Finns are far from lovely to look 
upon, even when swathed in their win- 
ter garments of fur. In a state of nature 
they would never attract from 
sculptors seeking models,

Pharisees and rich idolaters, however 


moral, and all who lovethis present world 
cannot enter this kingdom, but helpl 
blind begewars and such as have tho spirit 
of a little child, they can enter, Tho condi 
tion of things on earth will re 
and more like the days of Noah and of Lot 
till the Son of Man shall come.

M. Leroy-Beaulien tells 
us that ‘everything was put in opera. 
tion against them—fines, imprisonment, 
flogging, confiscation of their property, 
exile and torture. ’? Weare a Protestant 
people, and the martyrdom of the Uniat 
church appealed but slightly to British 
sympathies. It is otherwise with the 
martyrdom of the reforming bodies, 

About the same time (1S77) as the 
Uniat perseeution, the persecution of 
the Stundists began and has continued, 
increasing: in cruclty, to the present day. 
The Stundists are, roughly spealing, 
250,000 of peasants; the Jews are 5,000, - 
000 or 6,000,000, Mr, Thompson tells 
the pitiful tale of Jew baiting with sym- 
pathy and moderation, Here the Russian 
government have appealed to what is 
worst inhuman nature, and though they 
have eseaped being sent to Coventry by 
the French and English Hebrew capital- 
ists they have not escaped economic 
punishment. The harrying of the Jews 
is generally admitted to be one of the 
causes of the growth of poverty of the 
Russian people. M. Ewera mentions 
that, after the expulsion of the Jews 
from Moscow, the rate of interest in pri 
vate pawnshops rose from 25 to 200 per 
cent per annum.—Academy.

Individ- 
ual culture of externals is the surest im- 
pulse and foundation for all national 
art, and yet there is a constant waste of 
money on the worthless Whimsies of 
dull manufacturers, who prepare the 
patterns to be chosen by the buyers at 
large warehouses. These tradesmen, hay- 
ing made some mere fortuitous 
tion, then assert that this production of 
their folly is ‘‘the fashion,’’ and the 
sympathetically foolish, those devoid of 
individuality, treating the matter ¢ 
ously, adept the fashion and become 
again absurd. What hope, therefore, 
can there be for national artistic culture 
When the wholo nation have condemned 
themselves, with exultation, to a per 
eonal neglect of art in things that con 
stantly concern them? Throughout Chris 
tendom there is now no popular coudi- 
tion tit for the development and growth 
of the vernacular in art. The spurious 
agceticism that occasionally manifests 
itself in a sporadic way is but a canting 
form of ‘‘fashion,’’ to which af

memoir, and he must give no more 
space to man’s lapses from virtue than 
their effect on his achievement justifies 
Breaches of conventional morality con 
sequently often sink into insignificance 
in national biography and merit no 
notice at all, But whenever the lapses 
from public or private duty are notori 
ous or chrome the biographer’s duty is 
plain.

An important meeting of the Directors 


of this road was held in Boston last 
Friday on the call of President Amos 
F. Breed. 

Mr. Benjamin Hinckley of this city, 


after some 8 years of taithful service, 


resigned from the Board and Mr. J. F. 
Shaw was elected to fill the vacancy. 
An effort was made to induce Mr. 


Hinckley to reconsider his determination 
and remain in the Directory, for he was 
looked upou as too valuable an officer 
to lose, but he considered that his long

term of work for the interests of the 
Company entitled him to a vacation, 
and so his resignation was reluctantly 
accepted. Mr. E. F. Oliver was chosen a 
Director to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the withdrawal of Mr. Sweetser. Mr. 
Gilman F. Jones of this city remains on 
the Board. Dr. Harlow resigned. 

It was decided to go to work at once 
to equip the road with electricity and 
push it as rapidly as possible to com- 
pletion, and to that end another meet- 
Ing was held last Monday at which a 
committee with full powers were chosen 
to execute the order of the Board.

Mr. Breed being much the largest stock- 
holder in the Company. Mr. Louis 
Goddu of Winchester also subscribed 
liberally to the stock. 

At length, it having come to pass that 
the line needs to be re-equipped, Presi- 
dent Ibveed steps to the trout and with 
his money and influence secures the 


unanimous consent of the Directors to 
convert it into a firstelase electric one 
with all modern improvements. 

It would be unfair to the Company 
not to state that the chief reason for 
the delay in doing what has now been 
determined on and will be done, has 
been a failure to get the consent of the 
Railroad Commissioners to an issue of 
bonds from the sale of which to obtain 


the funds to pay for the work. With a 
eapital of $100,000 and an additional 
debt of $60,000, the Commissioners re 


fused to sanction another bond issue of 
$60,000, and this has necessarily pre 
vented an early carrying out of the 
ans of the Company. This difficulty

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WOODBROOK CEMETERY. 


Ata meeting of the Aldermen lust 
week there was brought up for con- 
sideration a communication from the 
Jast Board of Cemetery Commissioners 
requesting authority to acquire addi 
tional land for the enlargement of the 
Salem atreet cemetery. ‘The matter 
was discussed, and the remarks of Ald, 
Bryant were so sensible that we priut 
the gist of them for the benefit of those 
who have given the question thought. 
Ald. Bryant said: 

“The subject is one of grave im 
portance, aud should be treated with 
respect and care, When the cemetery 
was laid out 40 odd years ago a mis 
tuke was made, and a great majority 
of the people so vegard it today. A 
location beyond the city limits should 


be secured if more land is wanted, as 
appears to bethe case. ‘The request of 
the Commissioners cannot now be 


carefully considered, as itis now before 
us for the first time. It had better be 
put upon the table and for future use, 
so that no mistake will be made for the 
present or future generations,” 

Vhe idea is gaining ground among 
intelligent people that Ald. Bryant was 
right when he said that a grave inis 
tuke was made when the present Wood- 
brook Cemetery was Inid out, accepted 
and dedicated. ‘True, the location was 
regarded at that time us sufficiently re: 
mote from the Centre, but the popula- 
tion of Woburn was small 40 years 
ago, and the conditions were entirely 
dissimilar from those which now exist. 

The fact remains in many minds that 
an error was made in the choice ol 
the present site, and the question ot 
rectifying it is what contronts and 
puzzles the present authorities. It is 
believed that a popular vote taken in 
this city today would show a large 
majority opposed to further additions 
to Woodbrook and in favor of a new 
location more remote from the business 
and thickly populated centre. It 
only a question of a few years when 
necessity will compel its abandonment, 
and now that more land is asked for, 
the time seems opportune for taking the 
first step in a new departure.

SIGNALING AT SEA, 
MEANS OF COMMUNICATION BE- 
TWEEN SHIPS OF ALL NATIONS. 


Origin of Marine Signals Buried In Ob- 
of 20,000 
Four Flags—Farra- 


scurity—Lord Howe's Code 


Combinations With 
gut’s Plain Square Blue Flag. 


The use of signals between ships at 
sea must have originated with the for- 
mation of squadrons and fleets of boats 
or vessels sailing in company, and 
doubtless the first devices made use of 
were exceedingly crude, developing 
gradually with the lapse of time and 
evolution of naval architecture. The 
origin of marine signals is buried in ob- 
security, although it is stated that the 
ancients made use of columns and puffs 
of smoke to convey their ideas. It is 
well authenticated that the Greek and 
Persian fleets exchanged messages by 
means of their sails, certain meanings 
being conveyed to the loosing or partly 
furled state of the material. Groups of 
men at arms, with shields and pennants 
affixed ts lances, had certain signifi- 
vance, Flag signals had an existence in 
the thirteenth century, and the fact is 
mentioned in the ‘‘Laws of Oberon,’ 
which provide that a vessel desiring to 
tow or receive a pilot shall hoist her en- 
sign. 

The earliest authentic notice of a reg- 
ular signal code used by the British 
navy is found in the fighting instruc 
tions for the English fleet fitted out 
under Queen Elizabeth in the expedi 
tion against Cadiz. The plain, red en- 
sign of England appears to have been 
one of the earliest symbols made use of 
in maritime history for the double pur- 
pose of denoting the presence of the 
chief and directing the conduct of his 
fleet, for we read that it was hoisted 
to the right or left as the admiral wish- 
ed the vessels to engage in either direc- 
tion. 

The flags of the British navy were at 
one time severally on a red, white or 
blue field and were displayed from the 
top of the royal pole of the main, fore 
or mizzen mast, according to the rank 
of the admiral. This diversity of color 
has long been done away with. The 
white field, with the red St. George 
cross and the sinister upper corner oc- 
cupied by the union, is now alone used 
in the British navy, the blue being as- 
signed to the reserve and the red to the 
mercantile navy. 

An admiral displays his flag exclu- 
sively at the main truck, a vice admiral 
atthe fore, arear admiral at the mizzen. 

The first flag of importance is the 
royal standard of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, hoisted only when the king or 
queen is on board. The second is the 
anchor of hope, for the lord high ad- 
miral or the lord commissioners of the 
admiralty. This is emblazoned with an 
anchor argent, gorged in the arm with 
& cgronet and a cable through the ring 
anauretted in a true loyer’s knot with 
the ends pendent. Thus it was carried 
by the Karl of Southampton in the 
reign of Kiug Henry VIII. The last 
time it was displayed afloat was on the 
occasion of Sir George Rooke command- 
ing the combined fleet of England and 
Holland in 1708. 

When a council of war is held at sea, 
if it be on board the admiral’s ship, a 
flag is hung in the main shrouds; if the 
vice admiral’s, on the fore shrouds, and 
if the rear admiral’s on the mizzen 
shrouds. 

Until 1862 there were no officers in 
the United States navy of higher rank 
than captain, except in 1859, when 
Charles Stewart was commissioned 
“senior flag officer,’’?’ On July 16, 1562, 
David F. Farragut was made a rear ad- 
miral, and the act provided for ‘‘the 
three senior rear admirals to wear a 
square blue flag at the mainmast head, 
the next three at the foremast head and 
all others at the mizzen, Jt was with 
his plain, blue square flag at the main- 
mast head of the Hartford that Farragut 
passed the forts on the Mississippi and 


captured New Orleans, Farragut re- 
ceived his commission Aug, 12, 1862, 


and the next morning on the hoisting of 
the colors his flag was run up for the 
first time at the main, when it was sa- 
Juted by the whole squadron, ‘This was 
the first salute ever received by Farra- 
yut's flag. Subsequently Farragut car- 
ried his flag at the mizzen, as vice ad- 
miral it flew at the fore, and ou July 


26, 1866, as full admiral, it flouted 
over the main, 
When the president of the United 


States visits a man-of-war, the Amer- 
ican ensign is hoisted at the main and 
romains until the distinguished guest 
takes his departure, The president also 
has a standard, cousisting of the coat of 
arms of the United States on a blue 
field, and it was first displayed at the 
main by President Arthur on the presi 
dential yacht Dispatch, The standard 
was adopted in 1882, 

The secretary of the navy has 4 dis- 
tinctive flag of blue, with a white foul 
anchor and four white stars, On July 
4, 1800, five groat American flags were 


displayed on the center of the dome of | 


the national capitol, from the tholus 
and under the feet of the statue of Lib 
erty, In 1781 a My, MeArthur, who had 
been secretary to A@miral Lord Hood, 
devised @ code of signals which was in- 
troduced into the British navy as Lord 


Howe's code in 1792 
used—red, blue, yellow and white— 
there being but two colors to each flag, 
and the code provided for 20,000 signals. 

The international code of signals was 
devised by the British government in 
1856, The code is made up of one bur- 
oo, or swallowtailed flag, 18 square 
flags and five pennants. The signal book 
is divided into different topical head- 
lags, by which the signals may be 
known at a great distance or in calms, 
As an example, two flag signals having 
® pennant uppermost are compass sig- 
vals. Four flag signals having a pon- 
hant uppermost are spelling signals, or 
aames of men-of-war, and four flag sig- 
nals having the square flag uppermost 
are names of merchant vessels. —Phila- 
delphia Times. 


A Baboo Pleader's Eloquence, 

The following is given as a specimen 
of a baboo pleader’s eloquence: 

My learned friend, with mere wind 
from a teapot, thinks to browbeat mo 
from my legs. But this is mere gorilla 
warfare. I stand under the shoes of my 
client and only seek to place my bone 
of contention clearly in your honor’s eye. 
My learned friend vainly runs amuck 
npon the sheet anchors of my case, Your 
honor will be pleased enough to observe 
that my client is a widow, a poor chap 
with one post mortem son, A widow of 
this country, your honor will be pleased 
enough to observe, is not like a widow 
of your honor’s country. A widow of 
this country is not able to eat more than 
one meal a day, or to wear clean clothes, 
or to look after aman, So my poor cli- 
ent had not such physic or mind as to be 
able to assault the lusty complainant.’ 

Proceeding, the pleader said his learn- 
ed friend had thrown only ‘‘an argu- 
ment ad hominy’’ upon his teeth that 
his clent’s witnesses were all her own 
relations, But he continued; 

‘Their relationship is only homeopath- 
ic, So the misty arguments of my learn- 
ed friend will not hold water, At least 
they will not hold good water, Then, 
my learned friend has said that there is 
on the side of his client a respectable 
witness—viz, a pleader—and since this 
witness is independent, so he should be 
believed. But, your honor, with your 
honor’s vast experience, is pleased 
enough to observe that truthfulness is 
not so plentiful as blackberries in this 
country. And I um sorry to say, though 
this witness is aman of my own feath- 
ers, that there are in my _ profession 
black sheep of every complexion, and 
some of them do not always speak gos- 
pel truth. The witness cannot be allow- 
ed to raise a castle in the air by beating 
upon a bush.

In my last article [ broke off suddenly 
with the record of events in October, 
1858. [t will be remembered that allusion 
was made in the latter part of the 
article to the tall flagstaff on the 
Common, “with the pride and glory of 
our country —the starry flag—-floating in 
the breeze.” The following is taken 
from the contemporaneous account of 
this staff, 

The flagstaf! to be placed on_ the 
Common was raised in place, on Tues- 
day, Oct, 11, 1855—twe or three days 
before the great firemen’s celebration, 
It was procured by subscription, and 
still stands (1896) having been reset a 
few years ago. When raised it was 125 
feet high, and it was made by John Ash 
of Woburn, It had a full gilt ball on 
top, and painted in front were the 
words, “Liberty now and forever.” The 
flag and pennant were ornamental and 
satisfactory. 

At this date John Cummings, at his 
Own expense, opened an evening school 
for his apprentices in the west part of 
the town, with Ef. Cutter, a late graduate 
of Yale, as teacher, The number. of 
pupils was twenty-five or thirty. Was 
this our earliest evening school? 

The old bell on the Congregational 
ehureh it was rumored in October, 1853, 
would be removed and a new one take 
its place, which soon occurred, and a 
new bell was to be placed on the Baptist 
church, 

The October parade of the Phalanx in 
1853, occurring immediately after the 
firemen'’s celebration, was another gay 
day for Woburn. The mareh through 
the streets with Smith's Salem Brass 
Band began at2pr.m. ‘The line of march 
extended to North Woburn, where a 
target sheot occurred. The Editor 
eminent military man in the past !—says 
of himself, ‘We mare hed as an invited 
guest in the rear.” Ile says, ‘There is 
always something exciting in a military 
mareh in the country. The nYusie of a 
military band has full scope, and the 
martial sounds spread over the distant 
fields and strike the hills, bringing back 
its echo, which to a military ear adds 
firmness to the step,’’ ete, ete. He 
describes the mareh through Central 
Square, by the Baldwin farm with its 
ancient buildings, the birthplace of 
Count Rumford, and through North 
Woburn, a “flourishing part of our 
town.” In a pine grove surrounded by 
rising grounds, in the centre of which 
was a pond, was the target ground. On 
the march homeward, Capt. Winn exer- 
cised his company in their correct move- 
ments, which needed no praise, because 
of their superior character, 

About eight o'clock, in the evening, 
the company preceded by two persons, 
who coustantly let off fireworks, passed 
through the main street of the centre 
village. The sight owing to the intense 
darkness was a beautiful one. 

It was a capital manoeuvre, and in 
military phrase, presented a brilliant 
front. “We liked this,’’ said the Editor,” 
and so did every one who saw it.” The 
tables in the hall were set by J. B. 
Smith, and the good things were par- 
taken in the levee style by the com- 
pany, ladies, and invited guests. Speeches 
and sentiments appropriate to the ocea- 
sion were made and given. The table 
having been removed, the company 
present joined in the merry dance, which 
continued till a late hour.

falling stone. He stood behind a tree, 
being, as he supposed, out ,of harm’s 
way. Ile was able to walk to his home, 
but soon after became insensible and 
paralyzed, He gradually failed, though 
the operation of trepanning was per- 
formed on him by my father—the only 
operation of this kind that had been 
performed in town before for thirty 
years. 

The Baptist Society in the town at 
this period reopened their meeting-house 
after enlarging and repairing it. 

The new reservoir upon the Common 
was completed by Noy. 5, 18538, and an 
aecount was given of its dimensions. 
The builder was Johu Ll. Richardson 
The diameter was 15 feet; depth, 13 
feet, 10 inches, The HMditor comments; 
“With such fire companies and engines 
as we now have, and a plenty of good 
reservoirs filled with water, the citizens 
of this village will feel a degree of 
safety against the rages of fire that has 
hitherto. been unknown.’ Are these 
reservoirs of any use now? 

The last of October, occurred a de 
structive fire in the large tannery of J. 
B. Winn & Co,, on Salem street, destroy- 
ing the large wooden building, which 
burned very rapidly. The surrounding 
buildings were several times on fire, but 
were saved. The new engines worked 
well. 

The Working-Mens’ Association of Wo- 
burn adopted a constitution and by- 
laws, Oct, 18, 1853, which were printed 
in the number of the JOURNAL for Nov. 
5, 1853. 

The Woburn Lyceum announce their 
annual conrse of lectures as usual, A 
lyceum hall and library is the subject 
of a lengthy editorial in the issue of the 
paper for Noy, 12, 1853. ‘Shall we point 
our citizens to the fact that our lyceum 
lectures are held in the vestry of a 
chureh where every lecturer will tell 
you he finds it a most diflleult’ task to 
deliver a lecture, and which fact no 
doubt deters many prominent lecturers 
from visiting us,”’ says the Editor at 
that date; and in reference to the public 
library, he says, ‘This should, ere this, 
have been built and filled with useful 
books, that our young and rising genera 
tion might spend their leisure hours in 
improving their minds and having an 
attractive spot where they could realize 
the great and lasting benefits of a well 
conducted public library.”’ ‘These sen 
sible appeals ware to bear fruit later, 

On December 1, 1853, a thief got inte 
Mr. J. W. Hammond's house, and Mrs. 
Hammond having occasion to get some 
articles in a spare chamber, found the 
door closed and some one inside, She 
hastened to her husband's store in 
Fowle's Block, and informed him, With 
an officer, Mr, Hammond started for the 
house, but on their arrival, they found 
the doors open and the thief had fled, 
The chamber in which the thief secreted 
himself was seldom used, and had he 
not been discovered as he was, he might 
have robbed the house at midnight, and 
the results been serious. 

A juvenile concert is repeated by Mr, 
Kk. Cutter at this period. The success 
of his first concert was fully proved and 
encouraged the second venture. 

A singular feature of the JOURNAL 
this year was the decision to issue no 
paper during Thanksgiving week, because 
the hands wished to visit’ their friends, 
A small sheet was published, notwith- 
standing, a copy of which lias been pre 
served, 

The Warren Academy and the ftligh 
School divide the higher educational 
interest at this period.

On Wednesday evening, Dee. 14, 1853, 
the vestry where the lyceum leetures 
were held was filled at an early hou 
with an cager assembly to hear Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, who gave the sequel 
to his lecture of the past season on the 
subject of Audiences. “He is a speaker 
standing upon his own unborrowed 
originality,” said the -Kditor of the 
JOUNNAL, “his comparisons are fithy 
chosen, and constantly etfervescing with 
side-shaking wilticisms, The man who 
goes out, we noticed, did not go out, 
and the boots of the boys were surprise 
ingly quiet. We verily believe the 
audience would have listened in silence, 
untile-to use one of our lecturers own 
phrases--the crack of doom, The story 
of the white sea-bird we shall remember, 
It was elegantly introduced, Jn fine, 
such a lecture is emphatically antidys 
peptic, for all must laugh, willing o1 
not.” 

The printer was victimized at this 
period by @ lecturer calling himself the 
“California Wizard.” He says, “Lle got 
us to print) his bills, and made a great 
flourish for a grand exhibition at the 
Town Hall. . . Tle left behind a 
pair of doves and cage, together with 
sundry kettles, ete., from whieh we are 
taking lessons to get pay for printing 
bills, Our brother printers may not 
wish avy lessons in this way. So pass 
him along.” 

The “Ladies'’ Anti-Slavery Gathering” 
in the ‘Town Hall, Dee, 21, 1853, was well 
attended, Lhe company were entertained 
with music of different Kinds, Miss 
Sullivan performed upon the pianoforte, 
aud the Kimball brothers performed two 
quartettes, A song duet met much 
praise, performed by two young ladies, 
Misses Champney and 0 longi, Kemarks 
were made by Mossra, Clough and 
Champney, the latter the president of 
the evening, 

This closes the record for 1855, The

27. ‘Lam among you as He that sery- 
eth.’ The Son of Man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister, and ty 
give His life a ransom for many (Math, 
xx, 28). Ile lived not to please Himself 
nor to seek Tis own will or glory (Rom, 
xv, 8; John vi, 88; vill, 50). Ho did not 
stand up for His rights, as wo say, but 
over did well, and oft suffered for it, and 
always took it patiently, leaving us an ex- 
ample that we should follow His steps (1 
Pot. ii, 20, 21). 

28. ‘Ye are they which have continued 
with mo in iny temptations.’’ How kind 
it was of Him to say so. He must have 
taken the will for the deed. He has a way 
of magnifying what we would like to do 
for Him and of giving us credit beyond 
what we inight think we doserve.

Woburn in 1854, 
A CHRONTOLE, 


A disastrous storm begins the year 
18%, and one of its events was that the 
Woburn train of cars was the first to 
arrive in Boston, on the morning after 
the great snow storm, ahead of all 
others-—"of course, in this as well as in 
all arrangements in railroad matters,”’ 
Apropos of the Railroad, the JOURNAL, 
in issue of January 7, 1854, says: “On the 
0th day of December, 184, nine years 
ago, at Sh} AO M, the first car started 
from Woburn on the Branch Railroad 
for Boston, running only one train down 
in the merning and one back at night, 
Now, we have six trains down and seven 
trains up, and all full at that; and we 
are officially informed that three more 
trains will be added early in the Spring, 
with such new arrangements as will 
fully accommodate the mereasing popu- 
lationgof oue beautiful town. The 
present able and gentlemanly conductors 
started with the first. train, and have 
filled their stations with much credit to 
themselves and satisfaction to the numer- 
ous passengers, During the nine years 
Which this branch has run, no person, 
wo believe, has been seriously injured, 
or any material accident occurred. The 
road is conducted in the most perfect 
order and regular in its time.” 

At the annual meeting of the Woburn 
Agricultural and Mechanie Association 
on Jan, 4, 1854, a silver pitcher was pre- 
sented to Mr. John Edgell, by the stock- 
holders, as a token of respect for the 
faithful manner in which he had dis- 
charged the duties of ‘Treasurer for 
twenty years, A block of ten large ice- 
houses was in process of building at 
Horn Pond, during this month, with a 
branch railroad in contemplation from 
the pond to the Woburn Branch. 

The new flag-staff at Central Square 
is minutely described in issue for Jan. 
7, ISM, by a correspondent. Its cost was 
about $250. A “Deelamatory Olio,” 


under the management of Mr, Frank 
Taylor, of Woburn, occurred in’ the 
Town Tall, in February, 1854. Thomas

all may know in what estimation our 
town is held by those who have at- 
tempted to give concerts and = other 
exercises at the Town Hall.

together an assemblage of some three 
or four hundred persons on the Com- 
mon, where he addressed them for 
something like an hour on his favorite 
topic. He was accompanied to the cars 
by a considerable assemblage, who 


greeted his departure with three hearty 
cheers, 

A large dwellinghouse belonging to 
Mr. Daniel Grant, Woburn, was totally 
destroyed by fire, May 20, 1854. The 
firemen were prevented by distance from 
reaching the spot, until too late to be 
of any use. Insured for $38,000, I stood 
on Meetinghouse Hill, and saw through 
aglass the tower of this house ina 
blaze. It was lovated on Babeoek Hill, 
near Woburn and Lexington line. 

The Woburn Five Cents Savings Bank 
went into operation on June 3, 1854, at 
2 o'clock, Pp. M., at the store of Nathan 
Wyman, Wade's buildings. James N. 
Dow was Secretary. 

The opening of the Savings Bank was 
an event of importance enough to re- 
ceive a notice of some length in the 
local paper. The number of deposits 
on the first day was 65, and the amount 
deposited about $860. The Ly kak de- 
posit was $200, A little girl who brought 
accent was told to bring four cents 
more, and then they would be received. 
She returned with two cents. She was 
told to bring three more, ind in a short 
time came with five cents. ‘Now,’ she 
exclaimed, “LT want the book!" in the 
course of the day she came again having 
a five dollar bill, which she wanted to 
see put in the bank, and was satisfied 
only when she saw it deposited in the 
iron safe, That little girl ought to be a 
rich woman now, if she is living in the 
current year 1896! The Bank was open 
only on Saturdays in 1854, 

With the number for June 10, 1854, 
the JouRNAL changed hands, and John 
6. PY became Editor and Proprietor.

THE IMPE NET RABLE, | 


TREMENDOUS MAGNITUDE OF THE 
STARRY SYSTEM. 


What We Know, What We Believe and 
What We Do Not Comprehend of Our 
Solar System—Considering Stupendous 
Distances by ». Scale Greatly Reduced, 


It is worth while making an effort to 
picture to ourselves the vast extent of 
the starry system in which we reside 
Having gained some faint notion of the 
extent of the lesser solar system, which 
occupies a small corner of the stellar 
system, we must work outward from 
that beginning. Let us take for our 
unit of measurement the space which 
separates the earth from the sun, and 
let the 92,000,000 of miles of this dis- 
tance be represented in our minds by 
asingle inch. In proportion the sun 
itself must be pictured by a tiny ball 
less than one hundredth part of an inch 
in diameter, while our earth must be a 
mere speck, less than one ten-thousandth 
of an inch in diameter. And this little 
sun and this minute earth must be just 
on inch asunder, 

Following out the same idea, Mercury 
and Venus, being closer to the sun than 
we are, have to be less than 1 inch 
away from him, while Jupiter will be 
6 inches off, Saturn will be 10 inch- 
es off, Uranus will be over 19 inches 
off, Neptune will be almost 80 inches 
off. Then the solar system as a whole, 
leaving only out of the question certain 
comets which travel farther, will be in 
closed in a circle less than 2 yards i 
diameter. 

The question arises next, What will 
be the proportionate size of the stellar 
system on this same scale of measure- 
ment? If the solar system is to be com- 
prised with a hoop not two yards 
across, how wide a space should we al- 
low to the surrounding system of stars, 
“tour universe?’? How near will be the 
nearest of outlying stars? And the an- 
swer is sufficiently startling. If the sun 
is reckoned to be one inch away from 
our earth, if Neptune is reckoned to 
be less than three feet away from the 
sun, then, on the same scale, the star 
which lies closest of all outer stars in 
the whole universe to us, Alpha Cen- 
tauri by name, must be reckoned as ly- 
ing at a distance of about 89 miles. 
And between the two—nothing; at 
least nothing in the shape of a star. An 
oceasional comet may lag slowly along 
in the darkness, finding its way from 
ong sun system to another, and dark 
belies, cooled suns, may possibly float 
here or there unseen by us, but of stars, 
radiant with heat and light, none is 
found in that wide area. 

Astronomical writers sometimes talk 
of stars ‘‘in the vicinity’’ of the sun, 
and this is what is meant by ‘ ‘vicinity.’ 
Think of the distances implied. Our 
whole solar system is first brought down 
into a small circle, two yards across— 
every inch in those yards standing for 
more than 90,000,000 miles—and then, 
on every side and above and below, is 
an encompassing void of 314 miles, ev 
ery inch of those miles again represent: 
ing more than 90,000,000 miles. And 
then we come upon one gleaming star. 
Only one quite so near, Another star 
in the sun’s ‘‘vicinity,’’ known as 61 
Cygni, would lie at a distance of seven 
miles, and the brilliant Sirius would be 
over ten miles off. Others must be 
placed at distances of 20 miles, 50 
miles, 100 miles. It is easy to start 
with a list of these figures. It is not 
easy to say where one should stop. That 
the starry system has limits we do not 
doubt, but to define those limits is not 
possible. On sucha scale as is given 
above those limits certainly would not 
lie within a distance of 100 miles nor 
of 1,000 miles. It is believed that some 
dim stars, barely to be detected, may 
be 10,000 times as far away as our sun's 
nearest neighbor, Alpha Centauri, and 
this at once gives, even on our very 
much reduced scale, a line from the 
center of 85,000 miles. Suppose that 
the limits of the stellar system lay 
somewhere about there. Thirty-five 
thousand miles each way from the cen- 
ter would mean a diameter for 
whole of 70,000 miles. Imagine a star 
ry system 70,000 miles across from side 
to side, each inch in those miles repre 
senting 92,000,000 of real miles, and 
somewhere in the midst of it our smal) 
solar system, just two yards across, scp 
arated from all other sturs by a wide 
blank of three or four miles. 

That would be stupendous enough. 
But we have no reason whatever fo: 
supposing that the limits of our uni 
verse do lie there. The true boundaries 
of the stellar system may be twice mw 
far, four times as far, ten times as far 
We do not even know with certaints 
that our solar system is placed any 
where near its center, though this seems 
rather likely. Far off as the boundary 
reaches in one direction, it may reach 
much farther in another direction. —Ag: 
nes Giberne in Chambers’ Journal.

83. “There they ervuolfled Him.” Four 
words, but how unutterably significant, 
Who can measure KH? Then the events be- 
tween the passover and supper of the even 
ing before and this last and crowning 
event: Gethsemane, the betrayal and ar 
rest, Peter's denial, the long and weary 
and awful night and morning before the 
council, and Herod, and Pilate; the magk- 
ery and the scourging, and now the ert 
fixion, and that between two malefactors 
as if He, too, was one. Truly He was 
numbered with the transgressors, and He 
complained not, Oh, my soul, it was all 
for thea! What thinkest thou of it, and 
of Him who was crucified on thy account! 

S4. ‘Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.’ This was His 
first utterance from the cross. If we take 
the seven in order as we find them here 
and in verse 48, then John xix, 26-27; 
Math. xxvii, 46; John xix, 28, 80; Luke 
xxiii, 46, we have suggested to us the 
great facts of forgiveness, glory, oll that 
we need between forgiveness and glory, 
His being forsaken that we might never 
bo, His thirst and all that is implied in it, 
His finished work and then His exit from 
the body to His Father. 

85. “He saved others. Let Him save 
Himself if Ho be Christ, the chosen of 
God.”’) Thus the people and the rulers de 
rided Him, They were natural men, they 
understood not, therefore they talked fool- 
ishly. Ho could have saved Himself, for 
He said, ‘No man taketh My life from 
Me, I lay it down of Myself’ (John x, 18), 
but He could not save Himself and save 
others too. He laid down His life volun- 
tarily that He might save others. 

86, 87. “If Thou be the King of the 
Jews, save Thyself.’"’ Thus the soldiers 
also mocked Him, not knowing what they 
said. He would not save Himself, but 
He would save them if they would let 
Him, for had He not prayed for them even 
as they drove the nails into His hands? 
Let us lay to heart His words, ‘‘He that 
saveth his life shall lose it, but he that 
loseth his life for My sake, the same shall 
save it (Luke ix, 24). 

88. ‘This is the King of the Jews. 
Thus Pilate caused it to be written over 
Him in the languages of the world, Greek 
and Latin and Hebrew, and he would not 
alter iteven to please the Jews. This 
was doubtless of God, for the time will 
come when all the world shall see and ac- 
knowledge that this same Jesus, once 
crucified at the place of ao skull, is the 
King of the Jews. Then shall He also be 
King of Kings and Lord of Lords. With 
out Him all the things of earth are as 
empty as a skull, nothing to them, all 
vanity and vexation of spirit, but in Him, 
and with Him, all is peace and righteous- 
hess. 

89. “And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on Him, saying, If 
thou be Christ, save thyself and us.’”’ 
Both Matthew and Mark say that the 
thieves reviled Him. Luke does not con 
tradict that, for if both at first did it, he is 
correct in saying that one of them did so, 
and he doubtless refers to the one who 
persisted in doing so. To save Himself 
and them was impossible, but to give His 
life in order to them was what He 
was doing. 

40. ‘Dost not thou fear God, seeing 
thou art in the same condemnation?’ 
When a malefactor turns preacher, some 
thing has happened to him, and in a 
short space of time something remarkable 
has come to this thief. His eyes have been 
opened to see that the One in the midst is 
more than He appears to be, and he has 
already in his heart believed upon Him 
and received Him as Lord, 

41. “And we indeed justly, for we re- 
ceive the due reward of our deeds, but this 
man hath done nothing amiss."’ Here is 
evidence of the new birth. He condemns 
himself and justifies the Lord, whereas the 
carnal mind, which is enmity against 
God, always justifies itself and condemns 
God (Rom. viii, 7; Luke xvi, 15). He 
confesses his sins and acknowledges that 
he is sulfering only what he justly de- 
serves, While at the same time he testifies 
to the holiness of the Ono in the midst. 
This js the work of the Spirit of God. 

42. *'And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest into thy 
kingdom."’ No man can say that Jesus is 
Lord, but by the Holy Spirit (I Cor. 
2) , then, the Spirit's work in 
nan’s heart He believes that Jesus, 
though crucified as an evildoer, is the 
Lord and that He has a kingdom

suiferings so soon to be over, and that very 
day in glory with his Lord! Let us not 
modify or seek to alter the precious words. 
They are in y accord with other 
words of the book concerning the death of 
the righteous, ‘To die is gain." ‘To de 
part and be with Christ is far better.”’ 
‘Absent from the body, present with the 
Lord”? (Phil 21, 23; II Cor. vy, 8). But, 
says one, Jesus had not ascended to the 
Pather when He met Mary Magdalene on 
the morning of the resurrection (Jobn xx, 
17), therefore how could the thief be with 
Him in paradise that day? He spoke to 
Mary of His ascending to the Father in 
iis risen body, but as to His Spirit He 
Was surely in paradise as soux as He died. 

44. “And it was about the sixth hour, 
and there was a darknoss over all the earth 
until the ninth hour."’ He was crucified 
at the third hour (Mark xv, 25), or 9 in 
the morning, and from noon till 8 p. m 
there this awful darkness, for the 
prince of darkness was doing his worst. It 
Was his hour and the power of darkness, 

if And the sun was darkened, and 
the veil of tho temple was rent in the 
midst.’’ When the Sun of Righteousness 
was suffering for the sins of the world, it 
Was surcly moot that the sun in the heay 
ens should refuso to shine. Just before 
Ho comes in His glory the sun and moon 
shall both be darkened in the day of Hts 
wrath (Math. xxiv, 80), The yell in 
the temple was a symbol of His body, for 
Ho hath opened for us a new and living 
way through tho yeil—that is to say, His 
flesh (Heb, x, 20), The veil was worked 
fullof cherubim, and when it was rent 
the cherubim were rent also, When He 
died, all who believe in Him died 

46. ** Father, into Thy hands I commend 
‘ly Spirit.’ These were His last words 
uttered with a loud yoice, so that He may 
be said to haye died in His full strength 
They did not take His Hfe, He gaye it up 
and Ho went out to God. When Stephen 
died, he said, ‘Lord Jesus receive my 
spirit'’ (Acts vil, 69), and he went out 
to be with his Lord, more aliye than he

A CHRONTOLE, 


‘The case of Anthony Burns, the fugi 
tive slave, excited the community in 
June, 184, but Woburn in its corporate 
capacity as a town took no active part 
in the proceedings which characterized 
other places, where bells were tolled 
and persons were hung in effigy. 

There was, however, this exception. 
Thirty ladies of Woburn sent “thirty 
pieces of silver’ —all three-cent pieces 
to Commissioner Loring, in abhorrence 
of his decision in the case of Burns, 
The sum was accompanied by a caustic 
note, dated Jnne 8, 1854, in which Judas 
Iscariot was the figurehead, setting forth 
what they conceived to be the Com 
missioner’s sin, They overlooked the 
fact that no diseretionary power was 
left him in the matter, This) was the 
judgment of the JouRNAL on their act 
at the time. Application was made for 


the American Flag that it might be 
draped and hoisted at half-mast upon 
the flagstaf! on the Common, on the 
oceasion of the rendition of Anthony 
Burns. The application was refused by 
the authorities, as an unealled for and 


useless display. 


An effort tO ereet a monument to 
Rev. Thomas Waterman, pastor of the 
Baptist church, from 18tl to 18l4, occa. 
sioned a notice of his life, whieh ap- 
peared in the JounNnAnL for June 10, 
ish4. The notice contains facets whieh 
are already familiar, and a few that 


may be new. It has been thought best 
to make reference to it. 

A terrorizing outbreak of the Asiatic 
cholera occurred in Boston at this time, 
and Woburn had three vietims: Joseph 
Pocorny, 44 years, landlord of the 
Central House, died June 6; Dr. Augus 
tus Plympton, 58 years, died June 12; 
and Michael Claffy, aged 55, died June 


13, 1854. These deaths were all sudden 
and alarming in their character, VPre- 
cautions were at once taken by the 


authorities to prevent the spread of the 
dread disease, 


The sequel of the “thirty pieces of 
silver’ incident now  eccurred. The 
Editor of the JournNAL informed the 


public in an issue a little later than the 
sending of the money, that Commis- 
sioner Loring returned the pieces of 
money sent him by thirty women of 
Woburn, with the assurance that he 
does not need such a memorial to keep 


alive his regrets that the unpleasant 
duty he had been called to discharge 
should have excited the displeasure of 


his fair correspondents.” 

Iwo admirably well Written editorials, 
one entitled, “How to build up a place,” 
and the other, “Singing in our sehools, 
appear in the issue of the JouRNAL, for 
June 24, 184. The former claimed that 
Woburn had many advantages and urged 
certain improvements upon the atten- 
tion of the citizens, and not the least 
among the advantages was the loc 
newspaper, such as the JOURNAL \ 
designed to be, with a watchful eye 
upon all local interests, to render it an 
invaluable aid in building up a solid and 
enduring prosperity. 

The celebration of the Fourth of July 
in 184, was a more fitting one for Wo- 
burn than usual. ‘The revulsion of feel- 
ing recently experienced by the people 
of New England in relation to the Burns 
case, on the momentous 2d of June, 
I8h4, undoubtedly stirred the citizens to 
a more active sense of their duty ‘to 
strengthen the things that remain that 
are ready to die’ (JOURNAL).

THE SOUTH ABPRICANS 


JHE THREE NATIVE RACES THAT IN- 


HABIT THE COUNTRY. 
The LBueshmen, the Hottentots and the 
Bantus or Kaftirs--These Last Are Much 


Above the Level of the Others Physical- 
ly and In All Reapecta, 


When the Dutch fixed their first post 
at Cape Town in 1652, with no thought 
either of cotonization or of conquest, 
but for the sake of having gardens which 
could supply fresh vegetables to the 
scurvy stricken crews of their ships sail- 
ing to the east, they found three native 


races inhabiting the country, One of 
these, the Bushmen, though few in 
numbers, were widely scattered over 


the whole of South Africa. They were 
nomads of almost the lowest kind, with 
a marvelous faculty for tracking and 
trapping wild animals, but neither 
owning cattle nor tilling the soil, with 
scarcely even a tribal organization, no 
religion and a language consisting of a 
succession of clicks. Unable to accus- 
tom themselves to civilized life, driven 
out of some distriets by the settlers and 
in others no longer able to tind support 


owing to the extinction of game, they 
are now alinost extinet, though a fow 


deserts of the Kala- 
Bechuanaland, 31 

fore many years the only trace of theit 
existence will be in the remarkable 
drawings of animals with which they 


are still left in the 
hari and northern 


delighted to cover the smooth surfaces 
of rocks, These drawings, which are 


found all the way from Zambezi to the 
Cape and from Maniacland to the At 
lantic, are executed in red and yellow 
pigments and are often full of spirit 
and character. 

The second race was that which the 
Dutch called Hottentot. They were of a 
reddish or yellowish black hue, taller 
than the Bushmen, but with squat and 
seldom muscular figgures—a thoughtless, 
cheerful, easy going people, who roved 
hither and thither with their flocks and 


herds as they could find pasture, They 
were decidedly superior to the Bush 
men, Whom they hated, but quite un- 


able to withstand Europeans, and their 
numbers rapidly declined, partly from 
the loss of their best grazing grounds, 
but largely also through epidemic dis- 
eases, and especially smallpox, which 
ships, touching on their way from In- 
dia, brought into the country. They are 
now, as a distinct race, almost extinct 
in the Colony, though a good deal of 
their blood has passed into the mixed 
black population of Cape Town and its 
neighborhood—a population the other 
elements of which are Malays and west 
coast neg the descendants of wes 
imported in the last century. Farther 
north, on the south side of the Orange 
river, and beyond it in Namagualand, 
small tribes cognate to the Hottentots 
still wander over the dreary p! 

Very didferont from these weak Bush- 
men and Hottentots was and is the third 
native race, those who are called Bantu 
(a word meaning ‘people’’) by them-

Lyceum Hall, were held the graduation 
exercises of the Woburn High School Class 


‘06, in the presence of a large concourse of 


people. The decorators had put the Hall 
into a perfectly presentable condition by the 
generous use of flowers, plants and bunting, 
stage being particularly inviting in 
appearance.

PHE FOURTH OF JULY CELEBRATION, 
The sayings of the character who 
represented Mrs. Partington in the 


procession were quoted in the town for 
some time afterward, As he was hot 
generally known, everybody wondered 
who he really was. He was a person of 
excellent education and a born wit, He 
played his part on this day to perfec- 
tion, The newspaper account continues: 

Mrs. Partington, while on her way 
over Warren Hill, being introduced to 
the Principal of the Academy—said she, 
“Are you the destructor of the rising 
re-generation?” Being asked to take a 
glass of water, she asked if that came 


from the “Pelican spring,” and said 
she, “What is the expense of getting 
thoroughly macademized in this desti- 
tution?” 

Those who are acquainted with the 
works of Mrs. Partington, which were 


very popular at this time, will appreciate 
the point of the imitation. 

As the venerable lady was passing the 
south corner of the Common, a gentle- 
man introduced a young lady to her as 
one of the belles of Woburn. “Ah,” 
exclaimed the old lady, with one of her 
blandest smiles, “Did you ring this 
morning?” The old lady seemed some- 
what fatigued with her ride, and re- 
marked, at the close, that she had never 
seen 80 long a ‘succession’ before. 

Division No, 4—Joshua BK. Littlefield, 
Marshal—was preceded by four students 
with Oxford caps and gowns, and em- 
braced representations of various trades, 
engaged in practical operation, such as 
a printing press, a currier’s shop on 
wheels, ete., ete. A sail-boat manned 
by twelve youths dressed as sailors, and 
a lad holding a plough were among the 
many attractions displayed. 


Division No. 5—Charles Flagg, Marshal 
was one of the “most comic, motley 


and laughable assemblages it was over 
our lot to. witness.” (JOURNAL), Here 
were found the Turkey town invinei- 
bles, under Capt, Colcord, No two 
articles of uniform or accoutrements 
were alike. The flying artillery and 
Julien’s burlesque troup came next. 
Fiddles vied with drums and tin horns 
some four or five feet in length. Despite 


appearance, the burlesque discoursed 
some most excellent music. Next came 
the veritable Job Sass and the world 
renowned Ensign Stebbins in a two- 
wheeled vehicle, followed by a simila 
one containing their country cousins. 
A young negro, mounted on a donkey, 
with a fool’s cap on his head, and other 
appropriate insignia, represented the 
Nebraska Bill. The “used up man,” in 
a two-wheeled vehicle kept together by 
ropes and other homely expedients, was 
a perfect specinen of his kind. Two 
“spirit rappers” in another vehicle with 
a two gallon keg tied beneath the axle, 
closed the procession. 

The JOURNAL comments: “All the 
arrangements were of the most admir- 
able character. ‘Too great credit cannot 
be awarded the young gentlemen who 
contributed so largely to the interest of 
the oceasion, The extreme heat of the 
weather was the most serious drawback 
upen the pleasure of the display.” 

At the church the juvenile oratorio of 
the graces was performed by the children 
of Mr. Cutter’s Singing School. Mr. 
Cutter acted as leader. Miss R.S. Sulli- 
van was pianist. Miss M. J. Sullivan, a 
young Miss fourteen years of age, sus- 
tained the part of queen. Misses S. 
Russell, E. Reed, and E. Gould, little 
girls of much less age than the queen, 
sustained the parts respectively of Faith, 
Hope, and Charity. All performed their 
parts well. The presentation of the 
crowns and placing them upon the heads 
of the several personages were gracefully 
performed, and when the full chorus 
from all the children came forth, the 
effect was beautiful. The whole per- 
formance, comments the Editor, was 
“oreditable, both to Mr. Cutter, unde: 
whose management the whole matter 
was arranged, and to the children, who 
evinced so great proficiency in the divine 
art. Never will the children forget 
these exercises of the 4th of July, 184, 


and we are sure that those who wit- 
nessed them will never forget them.” 
The procession then reformed and 
marched to Wyman's Grove, where a 


collation had been provided. 


The exercises at the Grove were pre- 
sided over by Mr. George M. Champney, 


President of the Day. The speakers 
were Rey. Mr, Cox, Rev. Mr. Edwards, 
Rev. Mr. Dole, Rev. Mr. Marsters, Rev. 
Mr. Sutherland, Mr. J. J. Ladd, Prinei- 


pal of Warren Academy, and Mr. Champ-| 
ney, President of the Day. The audience 
were particularly pleased by a duet, 
“I'd be a butterfly,” sung by the Misses 
Gould, respectively seven and five years 
of age. 

The display of tireworks on the Com- 
mon drew together a large concourse. 
The pieces gave general satisfaction both 
for their brilliancy of color and general 
effect. At a late hour the festivities of 
the day were ended, and the wearied 
participants sought their pillows, each 
mentally resolving that a better celebra 
tion nobody had enjoyed. 


A fatal accident which had a relation 


to the celebration occurred two days 
before it. William Fowle, a young man, 
son of Jeduthun Fowle, having a gun 


which he wished to use on the Fourth 
of July, in order to remove a charge of 
powder and shot, which had been in the 
gun for a considerable time, took the 
barrel from the stock and endeavored 
to discharge it by putting the barrel 
breech foremost in the furnace fire of 
lis father’s patent leather shop. ‘The 
discharge, a8 @ natural result, quickly 
occurred, and the young man was killed 
outright, the shot entering bis body on 
the left side, making a wound two inches 
in diameter. The report of the gun was 
heard by several individuals living in 
the vicinity, between half past eight and 


nine o'clock, on Sunday night, but his 
dead body was not discovered till Mon- 
day morning, when his) father’s man! 


went to replenish the fire in the furnace, |

Echoes of the celebration continued to 
appear in the local paper inthe form of } 
ecards of acknowledgment of thanks foi 
favors received and letters from corre 
spondents. “Ensign Stebbins,”” one of 
the latter, says, “I started for the scene 
of action amid the banging of guns, 
snapping of crackers and head-searching 
strains of martial musie issuing trom 
hundreds of fish horns, tin kettles, ete. 
I suppose it was expected that | should 
make a speach, but owing to the fatigu 
ing duties of the morning, and the ex- 
treme heat, I felt it a duty I owed to 
myself to forbear.”

Which largely inspired the spirit whieh 
created this great celebration, [ quote a} 
paragraph from an editorial of the day | 
in the Woburn JOURNAL. *Thes it 
says-under the caption “Keep Cool” “are 
exciting times with a great many people. 
You will meet men at almost every 
corner, who are armed to the teeth with 
some tremendous idea, upon whieh in 
their estimation, the fate ef society, the 


country, or possibly of the world de 
pends, If it would do any good, we 
would beg such not to get excited 


Perhaps the evils they deprecate may 
not be so imminent as they imagine, or 
if they are, the best way is to keep cool, 
They will have a better chanee to under 
stand all the dangers of the case, if they 
preserve their calmness, and moderation 
will enable them all the better to oppose 
and avert the evils.” 


Besides the celebration a movement 
among men of all parties regarding the 
repeal of the Fugitive Slave Law 
occurred, and ® public meeting was held 
at the Town Hall on July 19, 184, at 
whieh resolutions were passed anda 
petition having in view the above object 
was signed.

Physical Culture. 


The sermon by Rev, Doremus Scudder 
on “Children’s Sunday’ was full of 
practical and helpful truths which could 
not fail to reach the hearts of his 
hearers, and T am sure every father and 
mother present must have since felt an 
additional sense of responsibility in the 


careful training of the delicate little 
ones who look to them for guidance, 
and in other hearts feelings of helpful 


love sprang up, and a profound reatiza- 
tion that upon the fathers and mothers 


and instivetors of today depend the 
welfare and health of coming genera 
tions. 


Those who have the care of children 
wish to do the very best they can for 
them, in all ways, that is, if they love 
them; If not, they should not have charge 
of them, and great wisdom is required 
in choosing out of the multitude of 
studies, exercises and recreations, those 
which will really be of the most value. 

The first and final aim of all educa- 
tion is Character. We would train the 
mind to think good thoughts—‘as a man 
thinketh, so is he; to have high and 


noble aspirations, and we should have 
no ambition save that whieh is also 
aspiration, To feel that we are put 


here for a purpose, and that purpose is 


helpfulness an unselfish interest in the 
wolfare and uplifting of others. All 
these things are recognized to be of 
prime importance, but while we are 
training the mind to be beautitul and 
expressive, shall we forget that the 


only medium of expression the mind has 
is the body. 

Two thousand years ago the Greeks 
were the most wonderfully developed 
people of whom we have ever known; 


they cultivated not only the mind but 
the body; physical exercise was an 
essential part of their education and 


under regular exercise and freedom from 
tight clothing, they became physically 
strong, grand, sytnmetrical and beautiful. 
Chis is the ideal body of whieh we think 
when we read that your bodies are the 
temple of the living God. No person 
who really thinks can ever believe it 
Wise to attempt to separate the mind 
from the body in education. The mind 
is the life of the body; there are brains 
in our fingers and toes as well as in our 
heads; every part of the body thinks, 
and every thought should have expres- 
sion; yet, in many instances, the muscles 
have become so stiffened and inflexible 
from want of proper use that they can- 
hot express the thought. We have all 
seen people who have sacrificed physical 
health, and gracefulness of form and 
movement to the development of their 
minds, and others, less praiseworthy, 
who seem to have for their one aim 
the development of abnormal physical 
strength—the well rounded man does 
neither alone. The well rounded man 
is one who by good living and intel- 
lectual culture aims to develop a grand 
character, and no less sees the import- 
ance of freeing the body by correct 
physical exercise, that he may express 
this nobility of mind and heart. A man 
who gous shuttling along the street, with 
his chest sunken in and his head pitched 
forward does not command our respect, 
while another carries his head up, his 
chest, which expresses moral worth, high 
and forward, aod seems to radiate 
health, nobility and good cheer.

No lower alms should be tolerated, 
and any exercise faithfully given by an 
intelligent teacher which does not very 
soon begin to show good results had 
better give place to something that will. 
There should be definite purpose which 


will lead to definite results in every 
movement.

eases Where they are earnestly taken, 
and I feel the true “missionary spirit’ 
in introducing the subject or the exer- 
cises) whenever or wherever I find an 
opportunity.—MAy Greenwoop.

FIRST SHIP TO JAPAN 


‘THE WILMINGTON SAILED FROM NEW 
LONDON IN 1855. 


The Yankee Received the Marble Heart at 
Hikdata, but the Owners of the Ship 
Got a Big Sum From the Japanese Gov- 
ernment For Violation of Treaty. 


In the early fifties, shortly after the 
first treaty was made between the Unit- 
ed States and Japan, a little group of 
New Londoners got together and secret 
ly planned a trading voyage to that far 
off and at that time almost unknown 
land. The pros and cons were carefully 
discussed, and the verdict, which was 
unanimous, can be best expressed in the 
Yanguage of Colonel Sellers, ‘‘There’s 
millions in it."’ 

Accordingly the topsail schooner Wil 
mington was secured, and clothing and 
provisions bought and loaded aboard the 
little craft that lay impatiently waiting 
to be olf. 

Every detail finished, the hawser was 
cast off on the 28d of January, 1855, 
and the Wilmington, with a saucy little 
toss of stern, stood out toward the race, 
The Wilmington was owned by Thom- 
as Fitch, Captain William Brown and 
George Fitch, all of this city, and was 
officered as follows: William Brown, 
captain; Thomas Gager, first mate, and 
George Fitch, second mate. In addition 
to these were a cook, a colored steward 
and four able seamen. ; 

Fairly clear from the harbor, the 
course was laid for Cape Town, and she 
made the run in 58 days, remarkably 
good running for any craft. But for 
this little schooner the run was consid- 
ered marvelous. 

The rest of the story is best told by 
George G. Fitch. He said: ‘‘We ran in 
to Cape Town and traded for about two 
weeks or ten days, and had fair success 
Then we ran up to Ange point, on the 
island of Java, and traded at the Dutch 
settlements for a week or so, and from 
there we ran up to Batavia, which was 
quite a large city, and did very well 
there. After laying there for a short 
time, as long as the natives would 
trade, we sailed for Hongkong. 

“The Malays were very friendly to 
us, though there were lots of pirates all 
around there, but they never molested 
us. We watched them pretty closely, 
and I guess maybe that had as much to 
do with it as anything else. 

“We had intended to stop at the is- 
lands of Borneo, but we heard of an 
English bark that had been there but a 
short time before and had all hands 
murdered, 

“We gave that place the go by and 
went on up to Hongkong, as [ before 
stated. We ran into the last port leak- 
ing, and discharged cargo for repairs, 
After we finished repairs, we reloaded 
what we had not sold of our cargo, and 
started for our objective point, us origi- 
nally planned. ‘That was Hikdata, Ja 
pan, We ran into the harbor about 
midday, and were immediately boarded 
by a lot of Japanese officers, gesticula- 
ting wildly and swinging their arms 
like 60 many crazy people. 

“After awhile and after a mighty 
bad lot of pigeon English had been 
spoken we began to understand what 
they wanted. They were forbidding us 
to land, and all around were lots of 
Japanese in bouts, and as they looked 
anything but pleasant we took up our 
anchor and cruised buck down to Shang 
hai, China. 

“The action of the Japanese was en- 
tirely unlooked for on our part, as a 
trading treaty had just been made be- 
tween them and our government, and 
theis refusal to allow us to land serious 


ly interfered with our plans and caused } 


us a great loss of money. 1 don't know 
as you know it, but ours was the first 
American ship to enter a Japanese port 
for trading purposes, At Shanghai we 
discharged our cargo and got the most 
we could for it and then chartered our 
vessel for $1,200 a month to the Kng 
lish povernment for cruising purposes, 

“Captain Brown entered a protest 
against the actions of the Japanese au 
thoritigs, and the officers and crew secut 
tered and worked their different ways 
back to New London the best they could, 
A short while after the English had the 
Wilmington, she was caught in a ty 
phoon in the Ching seas and torn up 
badly, She was run back into port, re 
paired and finally sold to pay the bill 
for the same 


‘‘Later the owners of the Wilmington | 


received from the Japan government a 
sum between $80,000 and $40,000 for 
nonfulfillment of treaty. The voyage to 
Japan was first planned and mapped 
out by Captain William Brown, who 
was an old whaling captain and had 
oo eed 


been all through the Uhifia seas Tt was 
a failure, and we all lost a great deal of 
money. We didn’t get the money from 
the Japan government until three or 
four years ago. 

“Tt was paid to us through Richard 
Latimer of Hartford, who also has a 
summer house over on the other side of 
the river, ’’ 

Mr. Fitch is the only living member 
of that memorable voyage left, and may 
be seen at almost any time drumming 
up his hacking business at the Union 
depot, as hale and hearty as when he 
left these shores to seek his fortune.— 
New London Day. 


MAKING GCHINAWARE, 


Interesting Description of How the Work 
In Done In Woroester, England. 

Close beside Worcester cathedral are 
the ugly workshops and tall chimneys 
of the Royal porcelain works. When we 
watch the thrower molding on his magic 
wheel the plastic clay we are filled with 
wonder at his skill and ask ourselves 
whence came the clay which takes 80 
readily any form the potter wills, The 
flint bowlders found upon the plains of 
Brittany in France, feldspar from Corn 
wall and Sweden, bones from America, 
besides other things, all pay tribute, 
These unlikely constituents are calcined 
and then ground exceedingly fine in 
mills, The grinding takes from 12 
hours to 6 days. It is a sight worth see- 
ing, those powerful mills racing round 
the deep trough (made out of stone from 
Derbyshire) weighted with heavy blocks, 
churning each material, for each 
ground separately, into a thick whit 
cream, When finished, the liquids art 
strained through fine hair sieves, and 
all particles of iron withdrawn by means 
of magnets. The different ingredients 
are then mixed together in proper pro- 
portions and kneaded into the required 
consistency, and then the clay is ready 
for the thrower. 

The art of molding clay has become 
much more exact since the employment 
of plaster of paris molds. After the 
thrower, with the help of his wheel, has 
roughly shaped the clay into what is 
termed the “lining,’’ it is taken off the 
wheel and put into a plaster of paris 
rast, Which, in turn, is placed upon the 
whirling wheel, and the ‘lining’? is 
then deftly molded to the exact shape 
As plaster of paris absorbs moisture 
quickly the lining is soon firm enough 
to be handled. It is then ‘‘turned”’ like 
ordinary wood or metal, and has han- 
dles, Which have been molded in plaster 
of paris, fixed by the same clay. 

It was always a puzzle to our minds 
how the handles were induced not only 
to stick on to the jugs and cups, but te 
bear the weights of the same cups and 
jugs when full of liquid. The porcelain 
is then ready to be baked. For this it is 
packed in fireproof baking dishes called 
“soggars’’ and supported on every side 
by powdered calcined flint. These seg- 
gars are made to fit exactly one upon 
the other, although they are of differeut 
sizes and depths, and they are arranged 
in columns side by side in the oven, 
This oven is then bricked up and eight 
fires are lighted and kept burning for 45 
hours, night and day. The oven takes 
four days to cool, and then the contents 
are unpacked and are ready for a variety 
of processes, 

Most of the china is glazed, an opera- 
tion requiring care and skill. The arti- 
cles are bathed in the liquid glaze—a 
muddy looking broth—and the preater

part of the superfluous glaze shaken 
off. But it is impossible to free them 


perfectly; besides, the fingers leave 
marks which have to be removed after 
the glaze has been dried in a hot room. 
Women and girls are employed for this 
work, The ivory glaze is a delicate 
salmon pink before it is baked, the white 
a dark drab, After it is glazed, the pot 
tery, for the second time, is packed in seg- 
gars and baked. After this the colored 
china is painted and baked again, The 
gold is also baked in, Few people know 
that the gilt on china is the purest gold 
that can be bought. It is ground with 
mercury and turpentine into a black 
looking paint and applied with a 
camel's hair pencil. Boys are trained 
for this work from 14 years of age, 
being nearly impossible for older people 
to acquire the accuracy of eye and hand

GERMAN PAWNSHOPS, 


Are Managed by Government and 
Others by Individuals, 

There is a royal pawnshop in Berlin, 
there are state pawnshops, ducal pawn- 
shops, county pawnshops, city or muni- 
cipal pawnshops and private pawnshops, 
The municipal and private pawnshops 
may both exist in the same town, The 
rate of interest was fixed by a law 
passed in ISS1 at not more than 24 per 
cent per annum on loans under 20 
warks, and not over 12 per cent on 
larger sums, 

In Berlin the pawnshop is a royal in- 
stitution, and is not allowed to make a 
profit. Its surplus goes to charitable 
purposes. At Hanau no interest is 
charged on loans up to 8 marks if the 
articles are redeemed within six days, 
At Hof, in Baden, people are allowed to 
raise money, giving as security the re- 
ceipt of their wages two or three weeks 
ahead,

WAYS OF THE CUCKOOS, 


Conclusious Derived From a Long Serles 
of Observations In England, 

The London Field tells of the eggs of 

the cuckoo and of the foster parents as 


exhibited in a collection comprising 919 


} cuckoo eggs and accompanying clutches, 


or sets, of the foster parents, These egg 
sets were owned by KE. Bidwell, Walter 
Rothsehild, P. Crowley and a man not 
a member of the Briftfsh Ornithologists’ 
club, H. Massey, who had more than 
any other—275 cuckoo eggs and 50 fos 
terers’, The conclusions which have 
been arrived at in regard to the habits 
of this feathered tough are put down in 
one, two, three order, according to ob- 
servations recorded. These conclusions 
give a curious and interesting insight 
into the of a bird, the like of 
Which, insomuch as the habits are con 
cerned, is found in the American cow 
bird. 

The eggs of the European cuckoo vary 
more in size and color (markings) than 
the eggs of any other bird.
